Whee Co-operation Is Badly Niwded ¢ 


‘The farmers of Western Chnada profess to believe in co-operation’ and to 
be convinced of its merits. : We believe they do and are. The success of 
the United Grain Growers Ca., the Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevator Co., 
co-operative creameries, co-operative wool marketing, and sundry otlier enter- 
prises, and. the steps now being taken in all three prairie provinces to create 
wheat pools, all go to prove that the West believes in co-operation by in- 


recent article in this column, the outstanding need of the country is more, not 
less, co-operation; more self-reliance on the part of the-individual, less lean- 
ing on Governments, and closer, more effective co-operation by all people 
districts and provinces. 

Farmers are devoting much time to co-operation in distribution and mar- 
keting; and they are Wise in doing so. But why not begin at the very begin- 
ning with co-operation in productiqn? It will be urged in reply that produc- 
tion is, and must be, an individual matter with the farmer. This is true to 
some extent, but in other respects Knaximum profitable production can only be 
attained through co-operation. Let us illustrate: 

It remains with the individual farmer to decide how. thoroughly he will 
cultivate and prepare his land, and whether ne will sow good, clean seed, the 
best he can obtain. And these are important factors/in production. | His 
neighbor cannot decide these things for him, nor help, except with advice 
and good example. A numiber of farmers can,\however, co;-operatively make 
arrangments to secure clean, tested seed, and thereby save money for all and, 


benefit all. 


Suppose, however, that one farmer has given careful attention to cultiva- 
tion and has sown only clean seed, but a neighbor negiects his farm, ignores 
the law, and allows his land to become infésted with noxious weeds. It is 
only a matter of time and seasons when the land of the careful, progressive 
farmer is contaminated by the weed seeds his neighbor is producing, and, 
notwithstanding cultivation and good seed, his production is reduced and he, 
teo, is hauling and marketing weed seeds instead of wheat.

And. the author;-jn advocating broad, comprehensive 
co-operation, asks: “Why can’t the Western farmer make a weedy farm as un- 
popular as a skunk in the dairy room, and thus save for himself the millions 
of dollars it costs him annually to grow weeds.”

-of a Noxious Weed Act by the Legislature, and the appointment of a weed 


inspector, is all that is necessary: to solve the problem. Another case of lean- 
ing on the Government, whether it be Provincial or Municipal. Let the truth 
sink .in that if the Statute Books contained nothing but weed legislation, they 
would never solve the problem. _ It will never be solved, and the appalling 
loss will continue to be sustained by the farmers unless and until the farmers 
themselves are prepared to co-operate systematically. and with determination 
for iis removal, 

Farmers didnot fight grasshoppers by one farmer doing his duty and re- 
maining indifferent whether his neighbors discharged theirs or not. They 
worked together, fought shoulder to shoulder, farm to farm, in a word, they 
practised co-operation. And it proved effective. 

Co-operation will alone ‘solve the weed problem. Legislation, let it be 
It cannot be done through. process of law. But tt 
can be done through co-operation by the farmers themselves. If every Grain 
Growers and United Farmers local association declared war on weeds, and 
made it their business to see that their respective districts were cleaned up 
and kept clean, they would be the means of putting millions of dollars into the 
peckets of farmers annually. The annihilation of weeds would well nigh 
pay the freight bills of the Western farmer.

These gompleted, he returned to Can- 
ada, and a’ general conference of all 
officers of the department was called 
and a definite plan of colonization and 
development was drawn up and an- 
nounced, . This was the first definite 
announcement on immigration to be 
announced in Canada, 

In engaging Dr. Black, the Canadian 
National Railways secured an offi- 
cer who is probably better acquainted 
with the imrhigration needs of Canada, 
and the best methods of remedying 
those needs, than any other man in 
the country. All his life he has been 
connected with the agricultural indus- 
try arttld has run the gauntlet of all its 
intricate phases, He was born and 
brought up on a farm in Dufferin 
County, Ontario, and in 1902 graduat- 
ed from the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege with a Toronto University degree. 
At his graduation he was appointed 
editor of the Farmers’ Advocate, Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba, and he held this post 
for two years. In 1905 he joined the 
Government’ of Manitoba as Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture, a post which 
he left the following year to become 
President of the Manitoba Agricultural 
College. He-remained in this important 
position until 1916, when he became 
Commissioner of Agriculture for Can- 
ada. At the conclusion of the Great 
War in 1918, Dr. Black was appointed 
Chairman of the Sojdiers’ Settlement 
Board of Canada, a position he held 
until his appointment in 1921, as De- 
puty Minister of Immigration and Col- 
onization for Canada. 

Dr, Black is a man who 1s thorough: 
ly respected both for his opinions and 
his achievements throughout Canada. 
He carries a lasting and genuine en- 
thusiasm into his work and as a quiet 
but eloquent and convincing speaker 
he is well fitted fo broadcast the mes: 
sage of his important mission.

PROFITS FROM DAIRYING| 


| 


Same Care Necessary in the Winter) 
As in the Summer 

Tha Hon, W. R. Motherwell, while 
speaking at the dairy conference held 
in Ottawa a few weeks ago, sald that 
dairying was going to grow and de- 
velop, but that three things were re- 
tarding the progress financially of 
dairymen, namely, the low-producing 
cow, engaging too exclusively in sum- 
mer dairying, and depending too much 
in the winter time on dry roughage for 

“dairy cattle 

To those Who like to look at big 
figures, large productions and exports 
running into the millions of dollars 
are impressive. An extension of the 
dairying industry, therefore, will be 
welcomed by people of this sort, but 
what ts of more importance to 
individual dairy farmers—and this is 
the point that the Hot. Mr. Mother 
well emphasized—is that profits from 
dairying should be increased. 

There is no doubt that many farm- 
ers ure depending on summer dalry- 
ing too much. Too many dairy 
farmers regard the summer season 
as the season when they reap their 
harvest from their milch cows nnd 
forget about the other six months of 
the year, when if they had their farms 
organized, to carry on winter dairying 
they could be making as much, or very 
nearly as much. money as they make 
during the summer months. 

When a factory in the city has .to 
run half-time it is regarded as @ cal- 
aroity; on thé farm, on the other hand, 
half-time production is tgp often re- 
garded as natural and inevitable. 

The factory owner strives to keep 
his factory running all the time, even 
if the profit on part of his product is 
but meagre. He does this to cut 
down his overhead charges which keep 
mounting up whether his factory is 
running or not. Farmers should fig- 
ure. the same way. On the farm 
taxes have to be paid, and deprecia: 
tion on livestock, buildings and ma- 


chinery go on whether the farm fs] 


run full time or only half-time, and 
even if winter dairying is not as pro- 
fitable as summer dairying, the money 
made during the winter months will 
help to pay off taxes and take care 
of other expenses. 

Some tarmers, the Hon. Mr. Mother- 
well went on.to say, not only tun thelr 
dairy farms half-time, but make mat- 
ters worse by trying to keep thelr 
cows as cheaply as possible during 
the rest of the year. ‘This Is only 

‘ too true in many cases. ~ Timothy 
hay, or roots and straw, make but a 
poor feed for cows during the winter. 
When cows are half-starved during 
the winter months they cannot be ex- 

pected to give a heavy flow of milk 
during the summer months. 

Almost any cow will milk tattly 
well during the’ spring just after she 
has freshened, and when the grass is 
tender and luscious. The real test- 

- ing-ime for a cow fs In the late éum- 
mer and fall when she has been milk- 
ing for five or six months. The cows 
that are real money-makers for their 

* Owners are those that maintain a good 
milk flow right up until the end of 
their lactation period. Cows can- 
not do this if they are underfed when 
they are dry. When a cow’ds dry the 
effort should be to get her into con- 
dition for/freshening. A cow should 
be dried up for six or eight weeks in 
order that she may recuperate from 
the leavy strain of producing milk, 
but during this period she should be 
fed not a maintenance ration, bait a 
‘ration that will put her into good 
shape to siand the heavy drain on her 
body when she freshens. 

No hard and fast. rules of feeding 
can lald down, because feeding 

os will depend on the condi- 
tion the cow is in when she goes dry, 
but generally spealeing, it is a good 
plan to feed a dry/‘cow the same as 
if she were producing ten pounds of 
milk daily. ~Succulent Yeed should 
form®the basis of the ration given 
dairy cows, such as it should for the 


basis of the ration given most other! 


kinds of livestock during the winter 
months, Grass is the.natural feed 
of the sow, and the nearer Wo can 
approach natural feeding conditions 
during the winter months the 
better.

Tubers Under Proper Conditions 
Dark brown’ or black areas, in the 

centre of potatoes, commefly known 

#s bDiackhenrt, can be- prevented by 

storing the tubers under proper con- 

ditions, reports the potato specialist 
at the Now York State Agricultural 

Experiment Station at 

Studies carried on at the station 

show that the trouble ts due almost 

altogether to insuMctont ventilation, 
although overheating is also known to 
produce similar effects. In the ex- 
periments ail the symptoms of black- 
heart were produced by excluding alr 
from the potatoes or by placing them 
in containers having poor ventilation. 

If the potatoes are to be stored at 
temperatures below. 45 deg. F.; they 
can be piled toa depth of 6 feet 
without danger of too closely confin- 
ing the tubers on the bottom of the 


\ pile and causing the development of 


blackheart, says: the station specialist. 
Where the storage place will havea 
temperature of 50 deg. or moro, how- 
ever, as {s usually the cage In most 
home cellars, it is deemed unsafe to 
pile the potatoes to a helght of more 
than three feet if they are to bo kept 
longer than three or four weeks. Pota- 
toes stored out-ofdoors In pits on the 
Experimental Station grounds also 
showed blackheart, due, undoubtedly, 
to insuffictent ventilatioh. Outdoor 
pits were found to be better ventilat- 
ed than might be supposed, however, 
and it is sald to be unnecessary to 
ventilate small outdoor pits. Pota- 
toes which are to be shipped long dis- 


tances during cold weather may also} 


suffer from blackheart if the car be- 
eomes overhtated in transit. 
Potatoes severely affected with 
blackheart are not only unfit “for 
food, but are also unsuited for seed 
purposes, {tis stated, so that a little 
care in storing the tubers is amply re- 


paid, 


Some Beekeeping Records 


By Professor Fairfield, Superintendent 
of the Dominion Experimental 
Farm, Lethbridge, Alberta 

‘The results obtained from bees at 
the Dominion Experfmental Farm, 
Lethbridge, are quite satisfactory, 
each year’s work proving more conclu- 
sively that beekeeping in tho ‘irrigat- 
ed distriets can be made a profitable 
industry.’ ‘Hundreds of ‘tons of nec- 
tar are being produced In the bloom 
‘of the extensive alfalfa fields already 
established, needing only tho assist- 
ance of the bee to be formed into yal- 
uable honey. Surely here is a by- 


{product of the farm now wasted that 


should.be turned into a revenue pro- 
ducer, Several farmers on irrigated 
lands in Southern Alberta have be- 
come convinced of this and are help- 
ing make the farm pay by keeping a 
few colonies of bees. . Some fair-siz- 


ed commercial aplaries have also been | 


started. 
Nine colonies were put into winter 


quarters at the close of last season,}. 
seven of these were wintered outside}. 


in wintering cases and two in a dug- 
out cellar, .The-cases used for out- 
side wintering were boxes made large 
enough to hold one, two or four hives 
with sufficient room between the hive 
boxes and the bottom, sides and top 
of the cases to pack in four to six in- 
ches of ‘planer shavings. A tunnel 
was made from the hive entrances to 
the outside of the packing cases so 
that the bee® éould get out at will. 
The colonies wintered in the cellar 
were placed on a swinging shelf to 


etminate damage from mice, The. 


covers of the hives were replaced with 
eloth and covered with five inches of 
chaff to prevent a sical gathering in 
the hive. 

_ Two of the seven fide wintered, 
outside were found dead in the spring 
while both’ colonies wintered in the 
cellar survived. The two colonies 
wintered in the cellar, however, were 
weak in ihe spring, the first examina. 
tion showing only three frames cover- 
ed with bees in one hive, and four in 
the other, At the same oxamination 
the number of frathes. covered with 


bees in the colonies winfered outside’ 


were six, three, elght, seven and six 
respectively. The weak condition of 
the colonies wintered in the cellar as 
compared with the stronger condition 
agrees with our preyious experience 
that wintering outside is more satis. 
factory than wintering in the cellar.

Huge Loss to the Farmers of Man(toba 
's Claimed by Weeds 

The people of 4ils province, the 
farmers more particularity, “have 
heard a great deal about the tariff, 
for example. Tt has been represent 
ed to them ss an instrument of econ- 
omle destruction, and only the other 
day they were told it was “bleeding 
Manitoba white.” . Yet weeds cost 
the people of the province more than 
twice as much as they are taxed by 
the tariff—probably four times as 
much as the farmers are taxed In 
this way. 

If every farm in Manitoba could be 
brought within a half-milé of Liver. 
pool, climinating all transportation 
charges altogether, it would, of course, 
mean a great advantage to the farm- 
ers. But is it reailzed that woeds 
cost Manitoba more than ft costs to 
haul the grain all the way from the 
farm to Liverpool?” Eliminate weeds, 
and the saving the Hudson Bay Rall- 
way could make in transportation 
charges would be infinitesimal by com- 
parison.

Fire Lotses Must Be Paid By the 

, Public in General 

The Natural Resources Intelligenve 
Services of the Department of the In 
terior at Ottawa, says 

During the year just clos ved Cc sannde a’ 
fire loss amounted to over $34,619,000, 
This covers losses of created re- 
sources only—bulldings, merchandise, 
furniture, ete. There are no figures 
available ofthe loss through forest 
fires, but it Is know? that the amount 
was trementous 

What this loss of $34,619,000 means 
to Canada can only be realized by 
comparison. Capitalized’ at 6 per 
cent., it- represents the carnings of 
$680,000,000, or $174,000,000 more than 
the total amount of all Canadian bonds 
sold in 1928. It also represents 6 
per cent. on Canada’s total export 
trade ‘for 1923 

This fire loss is value gone forever. 
It cannot be recovered, Only new 
construction and new manufactures 
can take {ts place, And the material 
for this replacement must be purchas- 
ed in the open. market in competition 
with requirements for new construc- 
tion, tho increased demand affecting 
the cost of the latter, 

And who pays for this fire loss? 
There is no supply of capital available 
to provide for it. ~ It must be pald by 
the public in general, and in iis dis- 
tribution it constitutes a charge upon 
everything we buy. As insurance 


premiums it is included fn the cost of} 


all manufactures and produce, collect- 
ed and distributed by thé insurance 
companies, who also at the sanie time 
collect sufficient to cover the cost ot 
management. Duwing the year 1922 
insurance companies registered with 
the Dominion Superintendent of In- 
surance collected fn premiums $51,036, 
206 and paid losses amounting to $34,- 
174,938. While undonbtedly a certain 
amount of fre loss is unavoidable, 
such enormous amounts show a de- 
gree of carelessness that Js inexcus: 
able.

The slacker sentiment appears 
to be much more heavily represented 
in the crime*wave than the soldler 
element.

There was no danger of the pro- 
duction of dairy products outstripping 
the demand because of the day in and 
day out, year in and year out labor ap- 
plication involved and-because “there 
is still a tremendous margin of pos- 
sible increase in dairy produce con- 
sumption before-the same distribu- 
tion levels have been reached in dairy 
products that now have long since 
been reached in wheat and potatoes.

- Naturalists Court Danger 


Chasing Butterflies Is Hazardous 
Work and Expensive as Well 

“An infantile taste,” was Mr. Jus- 
tice Darling’s comment on butterfly 
collecting as a hobby. That the cri- 
ticism seems hardly justified 1s reveal- 
ed by the will of the late Mr. N. C. 
Rothschild, who, having sepnt a for- 
tune on acquiring specimens of the 
rarest butterfiles and insects, direct- 
ed that all his papers pertaining to the 
localities in which the insects were 
found should he destroyed in the in- 
terests of entomologival science. 

In some respects: butterfly hunting 
is ofe of the most hazardous occupa- 
tions. Numerous people, I suspect, 
visualize fhe butterfly hunter as an 
eccentric being who wears blue glasses 
and chases. his quarry with a long- 
handled net. They would be surpris- 
ed to learn that the butterfly hunter 
frequently takes his life in his hands, 
| Particularly when penetrating unex- 
plored forests, such as those of New 
Guinea, Brazil, and Western: Central 
“Africa. It was while collecting in 
New Guinea that one noted hunter, 
Hagner, was killed by cannibals, while 
several others have started out nev- 
er to return, 

I myself have spent months among 
savage tribes in New Guinea, and on 
many occasions I have narrowly miss- 
ed death. One of them was when, 
after pursuing a new butterfly through 
the Papuan jungle, I stumbled on a 
secret conclave of tribesmen who were 
preparing to raid a neighboring vil- 
lage. I still garry the mark of a 
spear wound as a memento of the oc- 
casion, #2 

For bringing down the bigger but- 
terfiiés small-bore shotguns are now 
being used. For other species, most 
of which fly high, platforms are built 
in the tree tops, and the captures 
made from these with the aid of nets. 

The life is intensely interesting, and 
often exciting, but it demands of its 
devotees heavy sacrifices, At the 
moment there is a slump in collecting, 
but there ‘are signs that a revival is 
coming. Most butterfly hunters com- 
bine with their task moth collecting 
and orchid hunting, while some go in 
for gold seeking as a sideline-—Ex- 
change. 


Thousandth of a Second 


Written Signal Will Travel 186 Miles 
In This Space of Time 

What can happen in the thousandth 
part of a second? = 

This question comes to the mind 
when we hear of the wonderful in- 
strument in use today at the Royal 
Observatory at Edinburgh, which Pro- 
fessor Sampson described at a British 
Association meeting. 

A wireless gignal . will travel 186 
miles in a thousandth of a second; a 
ray of light will do the same; an ex- 
press train travelling 60 miles an 
hour will cover just,one inch in the 
time. Pity ; 

It is for registering with great pre- 
cision the time of any signal that this 
wonderful instrument has been made. 

It is an electric detector and records 
the movements of a tiny spot of Nght 
on a moving photgraphic film. These 
very minute measurements are be- 
coming more important every day, as 
it is only by studying the infinitely lit- 
tle that our knowledge of the big 
things can be advanced.

Platinum ‘Found In 
Saskatchewan River 


Gold Panners Uséd to Throw Away 
This Precious Metal 

Platinum is worth $80 to $100 an 
ounce. It is found in the gravel bars 
of the Saskatchewan River in Alberta, 
in conjunction with gold and black 
sand. For many years gold mining, 

}or more properly gold washing, was 
recognized as a leading industry of 
the Edmonton district. The gold is 
jin the form of very small flakes; so 
| small and fine that they are known, 
{not as grains but as “colors.” These 
; “colors” are carriéd down stream by 
| 
months of midsummer, and as the re- 
sult of eddys, which formed the gravel 
bars in the first place they are deposit- 
ed on these. bars always in conjunc- 
tion with black sand. As the process 
of ‘depositing gold was going on dur- 
ing the whole period of the formation 
of the gravel (not sand) bars, the col- 
ors of gold were found in certain parts 
of certain bars throughout the whole 
depth of the gravel. 

Experience also proved that the high 
water of each year brought down & 
fresh supply of gold “colors” and de- 
posited them on bars that had been 
“worked out.” © These new deposits 
were known as “skimmings”; and af- 
ter a season of extra high water gen- 
erally yielded good “pay.”
